Like  the  silent  ap- 
proach of  his  high-flying 
namesake,  the  origins  of 
the  Quincy  University 
Hawk  are  shrouded  in 
mystery.  Ther  German 
settlers  (of  Quincy), 
among  them  the  founders 
of  Quincy  University, 
shunned  the  lowlands  fa- 
vored by  the  earlier  visi- 
tors, and  followed  the 
hawk  to  the  towering 
bluff  and  rolling  prairie 
sites.  Like  the  hawk,  they 
were  proud,  indepen- 
dent, and  quick  to  learn 
what  was  needed  to  sur- 
vive in  this  rugged  land. 

The  students  of  the 
1920's  must  have  recog- 
nized in  the  hawk  traits 
that  made  the  school  suc- 
cessful in  their  athletic 
and  academic  pursuits. 
The  hawk  boasts  excep- 
tional vision,  strength 
matched  by  agility,  cour- 
age, and  decisiveness. 


Alone  or  in  a  hunting  group, 
the  hawk  can  travel  great  dis- 
tances and  engage  in  elabo- 
rate flight  patterns.  With  tire- 
less brown  wings  outstretched 
and  white  head  gleaming  in 
the  sun,  this  mighty  bird  is  a 
fitting  symbol  for  the  high 
achievement  of  the  "Quincy 
University  Hawks."
